t'isely a cholera scare tiere, but thoro is a 
great deal mora uneasiness felt than la ap* 
parent on tho anrfaco. It is genorally ad- 
mitted that the epideiniu has got a firmer 
grip than it has had fur years, and it is 
boliovod that many more oaao shave already 
occurred in London and other Kuroj ean 
cities than have boon reported. Uf course 
if London or any other of the great olttoe 
of Kuiope has a chiKera visitation, it will 
be only a question of time, and a very 
short time at tbal^ bafbra the epldemio 
will make its ajijiearance here. 
In fact, two suspicious cases have 
already oocnrrod in tbo boepital and tha 
health and Other oiiy othcinls are tieginning 
to serKiusly consiiler what stiape .New York 
is in to meet a grand emergency. As us* 
ual the city ia disgracefully dirty, and 
slioiild cholera now break out nothing 
could prevent Ita creating terrible havoo. 
People living in some parts of town and in 
some of the outekirte have becomo muah 
alarmed and are making complaints and 
urgent deniands for renovation. In fba 
vicinity of the Hohoken meadows the situa- 
tion is simple scai.daloiiH. Tiie-<i' ihils have 
long lieeii used ns a dumping ground fir all 
tiie otial aii'l garl age from tlie city, aii'l 
the eieucti tney emit poisons the air in all 
directions. Ine maUria has broken out' 
with great violence in the neighborhood 
and unless something Is done at 
onoo diseases of a much more ma- 
lignant type ara inevitable. Peo- 
ple guing by ^bo infeatod region in 
street cars have lo bold tbeir noaes, and 
wlien a noiih tire<4ta prevails the vile 
smuil is carried into the best parts of the # 
city, tilling ri ■•idciices and liu>iiies« places 
with just wiial Would spread tiie cimlerii 
with fearful rapidity. Unless someining 
is at once done to remedy tins di-gracefiil 
condition of ~ things, it may he pretty 
surely counteil on that if there is any 
cliolera going on this side of the water 
New York will have it and have it in iU 
worat tem.

On 
some I'ai ins, at present prices, it would 
prove a better crop than the potato; for, 
while the potato requires strong and 
rather moist land for good crops, the 
bean will grow well on high and quite 
dry land. 

For hake 1 apple-"!ump!ini.'s pare and 
lake out tlie eoies of ilie apples without 
dividing them, and niakd a crust to 
taste ; roll the apples in the crust, previ- 
ously sweetening them with moist suyar 
and taking pains to join the paste nicely. 
When formed into round balls nut them 
on a tin and bake for about half an hour 
or lon>{er ; arrange them pyrainidically

W'.itt f pass- 
ing thron;;h this layer of sand and that 
of charcoal un<ler it will leave its impu- 
rities beliiud it and run from the, faucet 
olfar and sparkling. Once in two or 
three months the filter should be re« 
newed.
